as porsible. Where sane humanity
along proper and well conducied streets, In
Holland they squlrm down sluggish canaks
Where good Amerleans move into upoceu-
pied traocts of earth to bulld their homes,
the plucky Dutchtnan harnesses up  the
ceean and fools It into becoming dry land.
Where we ride they walk, aud whera the
rost of the world would oy with vexutlon
and discoutngement they laugh und grow fat
It certalnly s @ strange land over which
the Mttle Queen Wihhelmina rules; ¥ beg
her pardon, 1 belleve sle resents belng
called little. And really ehe 18 not so small
—much taller than mysell. But then, 1 am
an Amerlcan, which adds luches,

"One of the strange things uboul thig ab-
normal country s the wonder wlih which
its people regard four decent looking, well
dressed and respectable forelgners as they
g0 down the dyvkes or up the dfunals, Per-
haps we stride along with more assurance
and eelf-polse than do  the meek-faced,
lamb-like Dutch maldens, who always seem
bent upon ocrawling away unobserved Into
somo Inaccessible corngr. There may be a
cock to our travelinpg hats and a swing to
our short skirts not entirely Hollandalse,
but that would seem no réason why groups
of peasants should suspend animated con-

versation to stiare open-movthed after our
retreating figures, or why the red-cheeked
children ohould burst into loud titters of
mirth at our approach. With the stout Mra.
and the lean Jean for vangoard and the
very tall Catherine with the wery short

Ella bringing up the rear, we may take up
considerable space on the narrow sldewilks,
mere paved borders an the dykes, but that
is no valid reason why the very dogs should
lean aside from thelr heavy wagons [nto
which the poor things are hitched to bark
at us through thelr muzzles, or why the
Hnen-trousered polleemen should follow us
with questioning eyes. There 1= something
wrong with Helland.
Tussle with Cnnnl Duteh.

“The language goes without =aying. How
any one over masters the awful combina-
tion of consonants, with & very frugal
eprinkling of vowels to the sentenoa, Is
more than Amerlean wit can solve. To us,
at least, it s a vocnl Impossibllity. Ella
epeals a little German and I make shift
to underatand some Fronch. But our no-
complishmenta are Invalld in this land of
snorts and gurgles. It is really pitiful to

see us four trylng by means of slgn and
gesture to make ourselves understood. No
one but the hotel-keepers understaind a

word of any language but canal Duteh, and
they are not the gulckest-witted nation in
the world. The look of stolld, unstriving lg-
norance on thelr faces when we ask a gues-
tion or venture a remark is some¢hing mad-
dening. One iz tempted to push in  their
pudgy noses or do something equally polite.
When we find ourselves misunderstood the
Instinet (s to talk louder. And it Is surpris-
ing sometimes to find what & babel four
shrill Amorican volces can make in a quiet
Dutch street, in asking the way to the
“stoombooten landing,' or begging o
know whera we can buy '‘four postage
stamps for the Unlted States.”

Windmills and dykes on every hand—the
pretty Delft ware I8 no exaggeration. 1 had
always fancled that thoe Ideal landscape
piefured on the blue tlles and plagues were

fancy sketches, idewl ropresentations of
Holland as it might, could, would or
should be. But it ls not so. Everywhere,

from the top of dyke or tower, from swift-
traveling traln or slow-crawling canal boat,
you sce the same charming vistas of flat
green flelds with peaceful grazing eattle,
rows of spindling dellcate trees along  the
dykes and always at least one windmill in
the middle distance. It I8 very sweet and
resiful; It also, I think, might grow wearl-
#ome (o the restless American spirit, thia
copntinuous {teratlion of one motif, this carp-
Ing on a single string, The water In the
canals Is often stagnant and Jisagreeably
green; the people are glugglsh and  slow-
witted; there are no hills whera to lift
one's oyves; the cities are much allke,
Duteh Rapld Transit.

Lovomotion by canal Is the funnlest per-
formance, acocending to  American ideas,
Rapid transit {8 an unknown—apparently an
undeaired quantity. We went yesterday by
canal to the Islund of Marken, that qualint
out-of-the-world spot in the Zuyder Zee
which has let the modern world pass It by
at a distance of 600 yéars. We staried off
from the dock with great prompiness and a
sonse of cheerful alacrity; but this impres-
slon was soon dispelled. At intervals of
about & quarter of an hour for the rest of
the way we would stop at overy dyke, or
dam, and undergo a strange leveling pro-
cess, which consumed st each stop not leas
than ten or fifteen lelsurely minutes, For
the water In the locks stands st a higher
lovel than the rest of the canal, and once in
the gueer dock-like place, with gates shut
before and behind us, the water would be
slowly let out Inch by inch, the steamer
dropping perceptibly all the time, till the
witer outslde and Inslide was on a level when
tho gato was lifted and we could go on.
The gutes wore opened by menns of a hapd
machine, usudly turned by women, poor
things; and toll was taken for the service by
the lockkeeper, who dangled down a fshiine
on a pole at the end of which swung
woeden shoe, into which the captain put his
pilver coln.  Also, before reaching every dam
apponrad a erowd of greedy Dutoh infants,
who raced along the hank in thelr huze clat-
tering wooden sabota, howling a monotonous
ohant which seemed to be & prayaer for pen-
nies, some of which were tossed them from
the steamer, to be fought over fu a mont dis-
gusting manner. The children in all the
continental lnnds are taught to be nbsolutely
little thleves In thelr lust for forelgn alms,
They followed us In swarma through the
quaint streets al Broeck, the clean elty, and
Mannikendam, and Marken ftself, and the
hateful clatter of thelr sordld little shoes
hehind us on the cobblestones will be the
lasting remembrance I shall carry away of
that beautiful trip,

Etehings of Town Life,

Broeck, In the town where the houses ure
waghed, the whole outslde of them, every
day, and where they say the cows have thelr

bralded talls tied up in blue ribbons, We
did not see the cows, but we did ses thelr
Bouses, and the ribbons are credible. We

visited a meodel farm, whoere butter, cheese
and milk are supplled to tha blg Holland
markets. Tha stulls of the cows which
they use only in winter, were dainty apd
elean, more comfortable than

many & hu-
man habitatlon, even In our own land. The
mangers were beautifully tled, the foor

bricked and sawdusted In a lovely pattern:
each stall had & large window above the
saunger and there were lace curtalns at the
windows. We saw, also, a washsland, havd !
basin and towels at the end of the house—
uo one could call such elegance & barn—
presumably for the cows to perform wmorn-
ing tollet. But there were no looking-
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The cows would so enjoy braiding
beautiful taifs by n mirror.

After walking through the quaint old fish-
lng village of Mannlkendam we rejolned
the canal boat and had a half-hour's gopd
rolling voyage over the open Zuyder Zee
to Marken. It was n strange appearanece
that the town presented as we approached
—a forest of flagstaffe, apparently draped
in seaweed. As wa came clogor we saw
what 1t really was, mercly the fleet of Nuoh-
ing boats, drawn up on shore, the selnes,
woven with looge ends to Imitate waving
seaweed, hauled up to the mastheads to
dry. There were hundreds of them and
all about leafed the Ashers themselves in
their tradltlonal ccetume, Such ugliness
I mever beheld! The average costume of
tha buman mile In all countries s not
beautiful, but that of the Marlienltes cer-
tainly bears away the palm. They wear
tight jumpers, buttoned at the throat with
two sllver buttons, short, dis¢lesing a tract
of red flannel shirt. Below this hang the
very loose, very baggy, very shapeless
divided skirts of white cotton or of blue—
po legs to them at all, stopping at the knee,

aod fopping ns the wearer walks along.
Shupeless hlue stockings, wrinkled and
thick n® blankets, descend into the most

enormous of wooden ehces, and the grace-
ful figure thus atcoutred shambles along
under a round, slouch hat, with a pipe In
its unpromielng mouth. They look llke
very plrates, all of them, who would out
your throat for a shllling; and thelr wives
and brats carry out the ldea. For they
would rob you of your every cent If you
ligtened to thelr pressing demands and
mulet you of many coppers when you ne-
cept thelr kind invitations to Inapect thelr
homes and belonglngs,

Anclent Costumen.

But they are well worth looking at, these

domes and bables. Their costume. is the
same which was worn on the Island 500
years ago and It s very gorgeous. The

children dress all allke up to 6 years of age;
you cun only tell a little boy from a little
girl by +the round patch sewn In the crown
of hls tight bandanna bonnet. Below I8 the

sameo fong yellow bang hanging In his eyes,
and fringe of tow behind; the same dress!
of red and blue and yellow calico, with
worsted mitts drawn up over the arme, and
wooden shoes. The women wear very tight- {
stayed bhodices of gorgeous hue, over
guimpe and sleeves of another color, with
the worsted stockings coverlng their lower
arms; enormous padded hips and  short
skirts, On thelr heads ls n guaint cap of
white linen with a band of Inserilon over |
red on the forchead, below which haugs on
each side of the faco a long, thiek, Imhlil
curl. They are not at nll pretty and are |
most disagreeable In personulity, but they |
are & joy for pleturesqueness and  thelr |
houses are Destness exemplified, Even the
humhlest ocottages bave rare colfections of
old china, brass and oopper on the walla!
and fine old helrlooms in the way of furnl- |
ture about the tiny rooms, They are n rags |
by themselves, distinet and utterly unlike
the Hallandaiwer we saw at Scheveningen,

outside the Hague—also flalierfolk. These '
lutter wear #till  the national peasant
garb  of which he had gseen so,
many  plotures, but which is  now
less and less  often  ween o Hol- |
laud; the full-pudded nkiris, wooden
ehoes, whort-sleeved bodies, below  which
their plump arms look &0 pretty, while

kerchief and breasipin of openwork silver.
On thelr heads they wear the brass helmet
to confing the halr, over this the fine lace
cap, and on the temples the spiral gold hed-
gpriong, whioh are the pride of thelr Mearts
and the unalienable heirloom of each family.
They are very eweet and wholespme and de-
lightful. But the Marken oddities are a
upique and less admirable people, I ehould
Judge. They never marry off the eland aod
kiep (heir pecullaritles and physlognomies
unchenged, There are only 1,800 of them in
the fishing village, but they seem Independ-
ent and happy. Alas, the tourlst s fast
spolling them also. How they would run to
bo photographed In afected llitle groups be-
fore BElia's camers.  And how the children
would thrust oul thelr greedy little paws
wlterwards for the Inevitable recotpeise!
Even the baby Ilu srma, too young to talk,!
